Each year since 1955, the Wakefield Singers 
have been an active choral ensemble. This group of 
talented students is auditioned each fall from the 
Junior and Senior members of the Wakefield Choir. 
The singers musically represent the school by per- 
forming throughout the Washington area at the in- 
vitation of various professional, religious, cultural 
and governmental organizations. 


The Wakefield Singers perform at two annual 
school concerts and many school assemblies. Through 
concerts presented at the Junior high school whose 
graduates enter Wakefield, the Singers stimulate 
participation in the Choral groups. In addition to 
singing with their own choir as part of their daily 
school schedule, the members of Wakefield Singers 
hold weekly after-school rehearsals to practice en- 
semble effects of the choir literature and to learn 
new music for presentation exclusively by the Singers. 


The Singers perform a total of five or six 
major concerts a semester. Some of these include 
appearances at the Washington International Center 
and the Old Senate Office Christmas and Easter concerts 
for Congressmen. This fall, the Singers with all 
Wakefield's Choral and Instrumental groups and rep- 
resentatives of two other high schools in the county 
took part in a three-day Tri-School Festival. This 
Festival concluded with a public concert at which the 
combined choirs, bands, orchestras totaling over 1000 
students performed under the direction of nationally 
known conductors in their respective fields.
